| fied version as well as as unclassified version of the policy-making machinery 
of Soviet Russia and Communist China. In addition, they raised the question 
of similar papers on Great Britain and Germany. As to the last two, this 
was desired for the period prier to World War Hand during the War. They 
proposed te send a formal request for this, but I suggested they hoid the 
request since it is quite likely that another Government agency, possibly 
State, could help more appropriately on the last two items. I will check 
with DD/! to ascertain how much we can be of assistance. 

Misa Fosdick mentioned that Senator Jackson very much wished to get 
together with the Director for an informal discussion, and I assured her that 
the Director would be most agreeable to this. ö a 

it was further indicated that the Subcommittee did act propose to hold 
extensive hearings but preferred to do a quiet study job. There may possibly 
be some short hearlngs this fall, but prosent plant call for formal hearings 
after the first of the year.
